Bramwell Booth was bis chief execu- 
tive officer. And years before that, 
when crises threatened the organiEa- 
tlon, the Chief of the Staff, standing . 
by his latlier's uldo, Iiore the brunt of 
the battle as co-ovganizor, director and 
teacher. 

A candid critic of The Army, Its 
methods and its system, wan forced by 
the weight of evidence to write of Mr. 
Bramwell Booth who had not at that 
time entered upon his suc- 
cession as General, In the 
following terms:
